Lawrence, Mass., justice of the su­ 
perior court of -Massachusetts, before 
foro the American Prison associa­ 
tion tdniglit pointed* out th a t 
the 
United 3tatcs was conspicuous for 
tho great number 
of 
unpunished 
m urderers. 
"The defense of insanity, the lim­ 
itation of the power of judges and 
tho character of testim ony allowed 
to be Introduced In behalf of th e 
defendant, were some of the evils 
which, he said, ought to be rectified. 
"The number of homicides in th is 
country for 1010 was 8,075— an In­ 
crease of nearly 000 over the num 
her in 1000; yet but one in 86 was 
capitally punished in 1010 as against 
ono in 74 during the year preced­ 
ing," said Judge 'De Courcy. 
"It is said th at in 1896 for each 
million of the population there were 
118 homicides in the United States; 
in Italy lees than 15; in Canada less 
than 13; in Great Britain less than 
9; in Germany less than 5. 
“In the last year in Londotf, w ith 
a population of seYen millions, there 
were but nineteen cases of m urder. 
X)f the nineteen m urderers five com­ 
m itted suicide. 
All of the others 
except four were arrested and either 
convicted and executed or com m itted 
to the insane asylum. 
"In New York city, 119 cases of 
homicide were investigated by

On Tuesday, Oct. 17, at Springfield' 
tho district superintendents of the 
Illinois conference met with Presi­ 
dent »Kemp of the Illinois Wesleyan 
university, President Ilarker of the 
Illinois Woman’s college and Rev. J. 
C. Baker, who represented' the in­ 
terests of Methodist students at tho 
state university, and according to 
the instructions of the recent session 
of the Illinois conference, appointed 
commissioners 
who 
are 
to 
have 
charge of the Forward Educational 
Mofement. 
This is a movement to 
secure $1,250,000 for the 
endow­ 
ment and up-building of the Meth­ 
odist institutions within the bounds 
of the Illinojd and Central Illinois 
conferences— that is to say, the Illi­ 
nois Woman’s college at Jackson­ 
ville, the Illinois Wesleyan universiiy 
at Bloomington, the Chaddock Boys’ 
school at Quincy, Ileddlng college 
at Abingdon, Grand Prairie Seminary 
at Onarga, and the Methodist stu­ 
dents at the State , university 
at 
Champaign. 
The following commissioners were 
appointed: 
Bishop William F. Mc­ 
Dowell, of Chicago; 
Dr. 
Thomas 
Nicholson, secretary of the hoard of 
education, of New York; President 
Edmund J. James, of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois; State Superintendent 
F. E. Blair, of Springfield, and Hir­ 
am 
Buck 
Prentice, 
of 
Chicago. 
'These 
'five 
are 
commissioners at 
large. 
Eight commissioners 
were 
appointed, one from each district in 
the conference, as follows: 
Bloom­ 
ington district, Rev. M. N. English;

Danville district, <Rev. F. A. Havig- 
horst; Decatur district. Rev. J. W. 
Van Cleave; Jacksonville

The 
four representatives of the educa­ 
tional institutions within the bounds 
of the Illinois conference—-President 
Theodore Kemp, President Joseph R. 
Marker and Miss Alberta E. Simp­ 
son of Chaddock school and Rev. 
James C. Baker— are also members, 
making a commission of seventeen 
members.

meeting Tuesday aftfernoon in -th e 
office of State Superintendent Blair, 
appointing Dr. 'J. W. Van Cleave as 
temporary chairman and Dr. Joseph 
C. Nate temporary secretary. 
They 
lecided to organize a district com­ 
mission in each district of the con­ 
ference of seven members and they 
issued a call for a meeting of the 
entire commission at Bloomington. 
October 2 4, at 10 o’clock a. m. They 
also decided to ask the commission 
from the Central Illinois conference 
to meet with them at Bloomington 
on the afternoon of the same day 
for a joint conference in the inter 
ests of this movement. 
It is generally believed that this 
is the most important and far reach­ 
ing educational movement ever in ­ 
augurated in the state of Illinois. 
It* 
is proposed to ask every member of 
the Methodist church to contribute 
if possible what would be the equiv­ 
alent of $1 per member each year 
for the nqxt five years. 
As there are 
13 0,000 
Methodists in 
these 
two 
conferences, this would amount to 
over $6 00y000. 
They also propose 
to make (an earnest appeal to men 
and women of means to give large 
sums to education, and to carry on 
a great campaign oV inspiration and 
information 
with 
regard 
to 
the 
claims of education on the members 
of the church. 
The 
district' 
superintendents 
adopted a resolution showing their 
hearty svmnathv with the entire plan 
and pledging their fullest co-opera­ 
tion with the commission to make 
the enterprise a great success.
